Sunday dedication set 
for new Hike-Bike Trail 


Georgetown's new mile-long Hike and Bike 
Trail will be dedicated at l p m today (Sun­ 
day) in San Gabriel Park come rain or shine 
Planners of the event said Friday that a 
family picnic and afternoon in the park was 
slated to follow the short dedication ceremony, 
weather allowing. Those attending are urged to 
bring folding chairs, blankets, and picnic 
meals to enjoy the afternoon with their friends. 
Robert F. B. "Skip” Morse will serve as 
master of ceremonies of the dedication, while 
Mayor John Doerfler will review the develop­ 
ment of the project, present special awards, 
and officially open the Hike and Bike Trail. 
BEGUN as a designated Georgetown 
Bicentennial Commission project for 1976, the 
trail later became a joint municipal-Bicen- 
tennial improvement for the park 
Funding for construction was obtained 
through a matching $23,000 grant from the 


federal Bureau of Outdoor Recreation (BOR), 
$12,000 in city funds, and the donation of two 
acres of land by council member Dee W. Scott. 
Scott s donation, worth nearly $15,000, helped 
the city get the matching federal grant. 
The trail runs almost a mile, from juat north 
of the VFW park on Second Street along the 
east bank of the San Gabriel River on College 
Street and down into San Gabriel Park, ending 
at the park bandstand A 210-foot bridge spans 
the river near the juncture of its two branches, 
enabling hikers and bikers to cross over to the 
park from College Street. 
A rock work retaining wall, built at no coat to 
the city by Green Thumb workers, covers the 
section of the river bank where the trail winds 
down to the new bridge.

Taylor was number two with 4490, Georgetown 
third with 3660 and Round Rock coming up fast

Counting all of the Cedar Park listings as be­ 
ing in the county, which I believe is not the 
case, the county has 19,000 telephones, give or 
take a few dozen. The listing gave Liberty Hill 
540, Florence 536, Granger 575, Jarrell 195. 
Coupland 200, Hutto 280, and Thrall-Thorndale 
750. Thorndale isn t in the county, so to stay in 
Williamson deduct 500 from that figure. 
In past census counting, Georgetown has 
trailed Taylor by one-third. In telephone 
listings however, we do better, with 80 percent 
of Taylor's total. Round Rock, on the other 
hand, now has 80 percent of the Georgetown 
figure, which is an eye-popping gain.

Austin—Now that the 65th Legislature has passed 
the midpoint, in terms of days, in its regular session, it 
would be in order to assess what’s been done, and 
what’s left. 
Actually, it s easier to note what hasn’t been done, in 
terms of major issues facing lawmakers. 
SCHOOL FINANCE, tax reform and that grab-bag 
of goodies known as the general appropriations bill re­ 
main to be faced—while malpractice insurance, which 
pitted doctors and trial lawyers in a Godzilla vs. The 
Smog Monster—type brouhaha, has been tackled but 
not yet brought down. 
Which isn t to say lawmakers have been twiddling 
their thumbs. 
Several major items, such as coal slurry pipelines, 
and innumerable smaller matters have been moved 
through, and the general tone of the session has been 
"business-like.” 
Speaker Bill Clayton says the House is movng a bit 
quicker than he had anticipated, with the Ap­ 
propriations Committee expected to bring out its ver­ 
sion of the biennial spending bill shortly. 
And the Senate, exhibiting its usual aplomb, has 
been moving purposefully ahead as well. 
Highway funding appears on the way to being un­ 
snarled, following the Briscoe-Hobby summit con­ 
ference. even if there are some slices off the loaf the 
governor wanted. 
CLAYTON HOPES the pace of the session will con­ 
tinue as it has, with the process wrapping up by 
Memorial Day, a few days before the official end. 
At the moment, school finance appears to be the 
biggest stumbling block, and the issue of teacher pay 
raises the area where lawmakers are likely to stump 
their toes the most. 
Last session was billed as the ‘‘education session,” 
but after much debate, numerous amendments and 
tough floor tights, a compromise measure was ap­ 
proved with members saying that they could come 
back in two years and improve things. 
Now it s time to do so - and another round of debate 
and amendments — as indicated by 39 amendments in 
the House Public Education Committee — appears due 
when the bill reaches the House. 
ON THE SENATE SIDE, Lt. Gov. Bill Hobby 
likewise hopes for an early adjournment, perhaps as 
much as a week before the 140-day deadline. 
Hobby feels school finance may be toughest issue 
and that finding some way to give West Texas much- 
sought tax relief, while preserving the ability of 
metropolitan districts to meet their needs will be the 
key to school finance. 
While it will be tough, “it’s not beyond human wit,” 
Hobby feels 
Hobby expects the Senate to move its versions of 
school finance and the appropriations bill out shortly, 
with the appropriations bill likely to be in conference 
committee around the end of April. 
The reason the session has had a faster start appears 
to be the number of veteran lawmakers returning on 
both sides of the rotunda, the veteran leadership in both 
House and Senate, the fact that many of the issues are 
re-runs, and the lack of an inauguration to distract 
lawmakers during the first two weeks. 
Hobby also sees the prefiling of bills as a significant 
factor - although not as many folks in either the 
House or Senate took advantage of the prefiling 
provisions to get legislation in as might have. 
SO THE LEGISLATURE at mid-point in time still 
has about three-quarters of its work ahead of it, just as 
has been true in other sessions. 
But it looks like the major issues, such as ap­ 
propriations. may be spaced out a bit more evenly, in­ 
stead of all being crammed into the end-of-session 
crush 
No one expects that crush £o be avoided, but it looks 
as if legislators will have a bit more time to discuss 
and consider those issues still facing them — if they 
want to. 
Whether they do, and how well they do it, won’t be 
known until the final half of this session is over.

I feel both angry and hurt Don t 
these people realize I make my living off 
the people who park at my curb1’ Since 
neither I nor my employees park in the two 
spaces in front of my building, don t I have 
some moral right to expect that those two 
spaces can be for my customers, and not 
some secretary up the street 
Even though other businesses do not care 
about my business, certainly they should be 
concerned about their own. Many shops and 
offices on the square have at least three 
employers and or employees park in front 
of their business daily. Where do they ex­ 
pect their customers to park? Do they want 
an unhappy disgruntled customer who has 


driven around the block four times and then 
had to walk two blocks" Or maybe they just 
drove to a shopping center instead! 
As a concerned Georgetown resident and 
busmess-owner. I have resolved to boycott 
all businesses that allow employees to park 
on the square, for these businesses are not 
only being inconsiderate, but they obviously 
do not value you or me as a customer I am 
sure most businesses do not care about nu 
patronage, but if you. the reader, will join 
with me in this resolve, we may turn the 
tide. 


Our local police force tries diligently to 
control the parking, but is almost powerless 
since the parking m eters were voted out of 
Georgetown The present policy of marking

“ THE ONLY WAY to in 
crease muscle mass is by exer­ 
cising more and eating ap­ 
propriately. because no food 
vitamin, drug or hormone alone 
will achieve this increase in 
muscle mass. Also, a higher 
caloric diet to increase muscle 
mass should be in animal fats 
and cholesterol." 
However, whether the athlete 
wants to lose or gain weight, 
the daily diet should include at 
least two 2-3-ounce servings of 
Meat Group Foods, two to three 
servings of Milk Group Foods, 
and four or more servings daily 
from Fruit and Vegetable—and 
Bread and Cereal Groups.

Networks strangle syndicators 
By DAN LEWIS 


Sammy D avis’ Sunday 
night syndicated show, 
which had been considered 
successful, has been can­ 
celled by its distributor, a 
victim of network greed. 
Five years ago, the com­ 
m ercial networks were 
forced to move out of the 
syndication business. The 
FCC’ and Justice Depart­ 
ment ruled the nets couldn’t 
produce their own shows, 
run them on the networks, 
then put them into the syn­ 
dication market for reruns 
when the shows ran their 
course in prime time. Then 
along came prime-time ac­ 
cess, and syndicators found 
themselves in their own 
particular gold rush 
But while FCC and Justice 
Department took the net­ 
works out of syndication, 
they have been unable to 
prevent the TV networks 
f r o m i n f l u e n c i n g t he 
destinies of shows in syn­ 
dication Sammy Davis is a 
case in point.

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1 My major concern as a candidate is to see that the 
Georgetown schools develop a better academic program This 
needs to be our school system’s primary purpose. Other concerns 
are for more classroom space, especially at the primary levels 
Also, we need to develop a long term growth plan for our school 
system; one that will be useful into the 1980's 
2 Over the last several years, our school system has developed 
a very good vocational program. It is now time for us to 
emphasize a more thorough and better academic program We 
must insure that our graduates have thoroughly mastered basic 
skills in language, math, and science. We also need some type of 
program for our educationally gifted students Hopefully this 
program will challenge them to use their talents more fully than 
the present academic program does. 
3 I am not aware of any highly significant breakdown in the 
relationship between our teachers and administrators Certainly 
they must work as a team, with both sides contributing to our 
educational goals. My understanding is that some administrators 
are members of the Texas State Teachers Association, though 
not required to be. I feel this shows that those administrators are 
aware of the teachers’ professional organizations 
4 If. in fact, our school system is not in compliance with federal 
regulations, then we need to change the policy so that we meet 
those regulations. Personally, I am not in favor of the school 
board having either a dress code or a hair code. This is a matter 
that the parents and child should decide, not the school board 
5 A physical education program should be directed towards 
teaching students to be physically active all through their adult 
life. It should emphasize life-time sports so that the students can 
use their physical skills long after they graduate. It should also 
emphasize the health reasons for maintaining good physical 
shape. 
6 I feel that the new Community Education has been an ex­ 
cellent way to show our school system’s responsiveness to com­ 
munity needs. I feel it has been extremely successful I would 
favor expanding it to a 12-month program. 


7 The school board should set the educational goals and es­ 
tablish policy for the school system. The administrators should 
see that those goals and policy are carried out. The board must 
check to make sure that the administration is carrying out the 
goals and policy faithfully. 


8 I feel that the present curriculum in high school could be im­ 
proved. We need to offer sdme type of program for our 
educationally gifted students. We need to encourage all our 
students to take more language, math, and science courses. We 
need a better selection of foreign languages. Our concern in 
developing our curriculum should be one that challenges our 
students to perform at their highest levels of skill. 


9 The children at the primary levels must receive a thorough 
background in basic language skills, including reading, spelling, 
and writing. They must also have a very good knowledge of math 
and science skills. These formative years are the backbone for 
the more complex educational years. We must develop ap­ 
propriate measures to see that they are achieving at their grade 
level. 


10. I would like to see our board develop a long term plan to deal 
with the already crowded classroom space. This is especially im­ 
portant since we are a growing community with an increase in 
our school enrollment of about 7 to 8 percent yearly. We must ex­ 
pand our classroom space at the Primary and Westside schools. 
But just as important is the need to look further and develop an 
adequate program for the 1980’s. 


11. My priorities for the budget include wise use of tax money for 
expanding the facilities already available. My concern is for an 
excellent education for all students, and, to me, this means 
classroom space and adequate salaries for the teachers 
necessary to insure our educational goals. I feel that our athletic 
and vocational budgets are sufficient at present. 


12 The school board must remain responsive to the taxpayers. 
We must build public support and understanding of our policies 
and goals. We need to make sure that voice votes are taken and 
recorded at our public school board meetings so that the citizens 
are aware of how each board member voted. 


13 I plan to try my best to attend at least one continuing educa­ 
tion program yearly. These are sponsored by the Texas Associa­ 
tion of School Boards or Texas Educational Association. Also, I 
feel that my daily contact with the public will keep me in touch 
with the taxpayer’s attitudes and opinions about our school 
system.

freedom-loving American." 
The pastor said the following 
is an e x c e rp t from Mr. 
Walegir’s report on his trip to 
Russia; 
“You could well imagine four 
sermons in one service and with 
four to five choir numbers, how 
long the service can be. 
However, it is very meaningful, 
very rich, and very warm 
Many of the, leaders have spent 
time in prison. Many of the 
workers in the church, such as 
choir leaders, working with 
youth and so on, have spent 
time in prison. 
“It is true there are no Sun­ 
day Schools in Russia There 
are no youth services. There 
can. however, be a youth choir. 
There are no missionary ac­ 
tivities in Russia, no tract dis­ 
tribution or any religious dis­ 
tribution at all. 
“It is against the law to invite 
anyone publieally in any way to 
a service. Russia will not allow

Incorrect or illegible ad­ 
dresses and social security 
numbers on tax returns can 
delay refunds, the Internal 
Revenue Service cautioned to­ 
day. 
Taxpayers who have moved 
since filing their tax returns 
should inform both the U. S. 
Postal Service and the IRS Ser­ 
vice Center where they filed 
their return of the new address, 
or any refund due might not 
reach its destination 


An in correct or illegible 
social security number can also 
delay the processing of the tax 
return and slow up the issuance 
of a refund check due 


A sim ple solution to the 
problem is for the taxpaver to 


use the peel-off label attached 
to the tax package mailed out 
bv the IRS The taxpayer can 
make any name, address or 
social security number correc­ 
tions right on the label st) that 
the IRS will know to whom and

Top flower 
choices 
show little 
change 


Americans seem to be “stick­ 
ing to their guns” when it com­ 
es time to buy flower seed each 
year. Their choices have chang­ 
ed little in the past 29 years. 
D r. William C. Welch, 
landscape horticulturist with 
the Texas Agricultural Ex­ 
tension Service, cites figures by 
the National Garden Bureau 
which show that the three most 
popular flow ers in 1946 — 
p e t u n i a s , 
z i n n i a s 
a n d 
marigolds—are still the most 
popular today. The figures are 
based on seed packet sales in 
1946 and in 1975. 
“ Although the top three 
flowers remained the same, 
their 
individual rankings 
c h a n g e d , ” 
notes 
Welch. 
“Petunias held the top spot in 
1946, with zinnias second and 
marigolds third. Last year zin­ 
nias were tops in seed sales 
while marigolds were second 
and petunias third.” 
The horticulturist points out 
that the rankings were based on 
seed sales and did not include 
the sales of bedding plants. If 
bedding plants were included, 
petunias would no doubt be the 
most popular flower today, with 
marigolds probably nabbing se­ 
cond place. 
Welch notes that bedding 
plants a r e m ore readily 
available today, and their sales 
are skyrocketing. 
Completing the list of top IO 
flowers in 1946 were asters, 
sw eet peas, snapdragons, 
nasturtiums, portulaca (moss 
rose), larkspur and alyssum. 
Rounding out the 1975 list were 
nasturtiums, alyssum, asters, 
morning glory, portulaca. snap­ 
dragons and sweet peas. 
“It’s interesting to note that 
there has been little change in 
gardeners’ preferences for 
flowers during the past 29 
years,” says Welch. “ Ap­ 
parently they have stayed with 
the flowers that have per­ 
formed well—the old reliables, 
so to speak. The main change 
seem s to be toward low- 
growing, heat re sista n t 
flowers.”

A telephone directory that gives all the 
Williamson County numbers has been publish­ 
ed by a Corpus Christi firm. I got a copy 
Wednesday and immediately started counting 
THE LARGEST TELEPHONE complex is 
Cedar Park - Leander - Jollyville with, I es­ 
tim ated on the basis of space, 5600 telephones. 
Taylor was number two with 4490, Georgetown 
third with 3660 and Round Rock coming up fast 
with 2900. 
Counting all of the Cedar Park listings as be­ 
ing in the county, which I believe is not the 
case, the county has 19,000 telephones, give or 
take a few dozen The listing gave Liberty Hill 
540, Florence 536, Granger 575, Jarrell 195, 
Coupland 200. Hutto 280, and Thrall-Thorndale 
750. Thorndale isn t in the county, so to stay in 
Williamson deduct 500 from that figure. 
In past census counting, Georgetown has 
trailed Taylor by one-third. 
In telephone 
listings however, we do better, with 80 percent 
of Taylor’s total. Round Rock, on the other 
hand, now has 80 percent of the Georgetown 
figure, which is an eye-popping gain. 
In our business this combination telephone 
book will be a convenience.

SPONSORED BY the Texas Agricultural Ex­ 
tension Service, the sem inars will feature ex­ 
planations by specialists of the im pact the 
changes will have on farm and ranch estate 
plans. 
The first sem inar will begin at 7:30 p.m. 
Monday night in the Knights of Columbus Hall 
two miles east of Taylor on State Highway 79. 
The second session will begin at 7:30 p.m. 
Tuesday in the San G abriel Com m unity 
Building in Georgetown's San Gabriel Park 
Both sem inars will cover reasons for estate 
planning, some estate law basics, and changes 
implemented by passage of new estate legisla­ 
tion last autumn The sem inar will run until 
9:30 p.m. 


WILLIAMSON County Extension Agent John 
Wakefield said the estate law alterations will 
necessitate review of many estate plans and 
consideration of new m atters in initial plan­ 
ning.

Georgetown’s new mile-long Hike and Bike 
Trail will be dedicated at l p m today (Sun­ 
day) in San Gabriel Park come rain or shine 
Planners of the event said Friday that a 
family picnic and afternoon in the park was 
slated to follow the short dedication ceremony, 
weather allowing Those attending are urged to 
bring folding chairs, blankets, and picnic 
meals to enjoy the afternoon with their friends. 
Robert F. B, “Skip” Morse will serve as 
m aster of cerem onies of the dedication, while 
Mayor John Doerfler will review the develop 
ment of the project, present special awards, 
and officially open the Hike and Bike Trail 
BEGUN as a designated G eorgetow n 
Bicentennial Commission project for 1976, the 
trail later became a joint municipal-Bicen- 
tenmal improvement for the park 
Funding for construction was obtained 
through a matching $23,000 grant from the 


federal Bureau of Outdoor Recreation (BOR), 
$12,000 in city funds, and the donation of two 
acres of land by council member Dee W Scott. 
Scott's donation, worth nearly $15,000. helped 
the city get the matching federal grant. 
The trail runs almost a mile, from just north 
of the M W park on Second Street along the 
east bank of the San Gabriel River on College 
Street and down into San Gabriel Park, ending 
at the park bandstand A 210-foot bridge spans 
the river near the juncture of its two branches,

Week's news in a nutshell 


T here’s a lot of in terest in 
Georgetown and Round Rock in the 
upcoming community and school elec­ 
tions set for April 2, but over at Cedar 
Park there is genuine heat and con­ 
cern. This was inevitable, of course, 
a fte r the school board fired seven 
teachers and staff members for, what 
is being claimed, their involvement in 
local politics. The local newspaper, 
the HUI Country News took dead aim 
at trustees Buford, Wilson, Todd and 
Beard in an editorial, asking the 
voters to elect three opposing can­ 
didates Bible, Bradford and O’Conner. 
Meanwhile, a new coach has been 
employed to replace fired Coach Hun- 
tis Black. Harold Hill is the new men­ 
tor. He comes from Jacksboro and 
has a 45-17-4 record over the past six 
years. 


AND ROUND ROCK, of course, is 
getting set for a big election day, with 
considerable interest building in the 
naming of commissioners to write a 
Home Rule City Charter. There will 
also be hot races for the city offices 
and school trustees, so Round Rock 
voters are doing their best to sort out 
the facts and give a good account of 
themselves at the polls. 


In Austin Wednesday, Mayor Jeff 
Friedman exposed himself to the 
possibility of personal danger by 
meeting an irate dog lover who had 
threatened to kill an employee at the 
Austin Humane Society, But all turn­ 
ed out well enough The mayor didn’t 
get shot and efforts are being made to 
find the fellow a nice dog to suit his 
needs. 


IN THE TEXAS Legislature, 
medical malpractice insurance bill 
was passed 145-1 after many hours of 
hot debate, leaving no one quite 
satisfied. And, in Washington, the 
delight of conservatives, the labor- 


backed common situs bill (which 
would have allowed any union, no 
matter how small, to stop construc­ 
tion on any project, no matter how 
big) was given a stinging set-back. 
Pickle and Poage voted against it and 
Ray Marshall, Secretary of Labor, 
spoke for it. 


John Connally says the news media 
of today has a certain smugness which 
seems to imply that “we are the 
judge, jury and prosecutor, not mere­ 
ly the recorder of human events.” 
Well, old John ought to know about 
smugness, but perhaps he has a point, 
especially when he says he is critical 
about “the growing volume of news 
reporting on serious subjects by 
reporters and writers with superficial 
understanding of the subject.” But 
what’s the alternative, big John? 
Should newspapers refrain from 
reporting on these deep subjects and 
let the politicians inform the public 
with no comments from the press? 
Would that get the job done more 
satisfactorily?

Firms drill their own gas wells

enticed supply;’ says Frank Tully, director 
of manufacturing services for Goodyear 
and the man In charge of the gas-drilling 
project 
’But we think thing* will get worse, and 
we decided that 16 to 15 yea rn down the 


road we had to protect ourselves." The 
company plan* to drill two more wells this 
spring in Akron and is studying drilling sites 
at other plant locations In Ohio 


"Our need for gas is relatively limited, 
but critical, because there are processes for 
which we have found no substitute, ’ Mr 
Tully explains "While we are trytng to pro­ 
tect ourselves on supplies of natural gas, 
we are also trying to avoid the need to use 
ti" by conducting research on alternative 
methods or substitute fuels. 


Other companies with drilling plans in­ 
clude Goodyear* Akron neighbor, Fire­ 
stone "We have all the necessary approval 
and are getting ready to drill," say* Fire 
stone spokesman Robert Troyer 
General Motors has done extensive drill 
big near Its I-ocdstown Ohio, plant west of 
Youngstown GM currently has 175 produc­ 
ing wells there Through agreements with 


two Ohio utilities East Ohio Gas and Co­ 
lumbia Gas. GM Is able to use the utilities' 
pipelines to send gas to other company 
punts in Ohio, such as its central foundry la 
Defiance 
“ Every plant that we were able to get 
gas to. continued to run throughout the cur 
bailment," comments Dave Van Sickle of 
GM's energy-management division 
Republic Steel has several gas wells oper­ 
ating rn southern Ohio and (dans to drill 
more this year 
Goodyear’s little blue rocker arm, pump­ 
ing out the comparatively modest yield of 
SO 600 cubic feet a day supplied a radial tire 


production line when East Ohio Gas turned 
off the spigot last winter That kept 4^ 
workers on the job despite the curtailment 
There were gas-related work stoppages rn 
some other of Goodyear’s Ohio punts, how­

Goodyear plans to drill two more wells in

AUSTIN NOTEBOOK 
By Bill Kidd 


Austin 
Now that the 65th Legislature has passed 
the midpoint, in terms of days, in its regular session, it 
would be in order to assess what’s been done, and 
what’s left. 
Actually, it s easier to note what hasn’t been done, in 
terms of major issues facing lawmakers. 
St'HOOL FINANCE, tax reform and that grab-bag 
of goodies known as the general appropriations bill re­ 
main to be faced—while malpractice insurance, which 
pitted doctors and trial lawyers in a Godzilla vs. The 
Smog Monster—type brouhaha, has been tackled but 
not yet brought down. 
Which isn t to say lawmakers have been twiddling 
their thumbs. 
Several major item s, such as coal slurry pipelines, 
and innum erable smaller matters have been moved 
through, and the general tone of the session has been 
"business-like.” 
Speaker Bill Clayton says the House is movng a bit 
quicker than he had anticipated, with the Ap­ 
propriations Committee expected to bring out its ver­ 
sion of the biennial spending bill shortly. 
And the Senate, exhibiting its usual aplomb, has 
been moving purposefully ahead as well. 
Highway funding appears on the way to being un­ 
snarled. following the Briscoe-Hobby summit con­ 
ference, even if there are some slices off the loaf the 
governor wanted. 
CLAYTON HOPES the pace of the session will con­ 
tinue as it has, with the process wrapping up by 
Memorial Day, a few days before the official end. 
At the moment, school finance appears to be the 
biggest stumbling block, and the issue of teacher pay 
raises the area where lawmakers are likely to stump 
their toes the most. 
Last session was billed as the “education session,” 
but atter much debate, numerous amendments and 
tough floor fights, a compromise measure was ap­ 
proved with members saying that they could come 
back in two years and improve things. 
Now it s time to do so — and another round of debate 
and amendments — as indicated by 39 amendments in 
the House Public Education Committee — appears due 
when the bill reaches the House. 
ON THE SENATE SIDE. Lt. Gov. Bill Hobby 
likewise hopes for an early adjournment, perhaps as 
much as a week before the 140-day deadline. 
Hobby feels school finance may be toughest issue 
and that tinding some way to give West Texas much- 
sought tax relief, while preserving the ability of 
metropolitan districts to meet their needs will be the 
key to school finance. 
VS hi Ie it will be tough, its not beyond human wit,” 
Hobby feels 
Hobby expects the Senate to move its versions of 
school finance and the appropriations bill out shortly, 
with the appropriations bill likely to be in conference 
committee around the end of April. 
The reason the session has had a faster start appears 
to be the number of veteran lawmakers returning on 
both sides of the rotunda, the veteran leadership in both 
House and Senate, the fact that many of the issues are 
i ct tins, and the lack of an inauguration to distract 
lawmakers during the first two weeks 
Hobby also sees the prefiling of bills as a significant 
Lictor 
although not as many folks in either the 
House or Senate took advantage of the prefiling 
Provisions to get legislation in as might have. 


SO THE LEGISLATU RE at mid-point in time still 
has about three-quarters of its work ahead of it. just as 
has been true rn other sessions 
But u ; >oks like the major issues, such as ap­ 
propriations. may be spaced out a bit more evenly, in­ 
stead of all being crammed into the end-of-session 
crush 
No one expects that crush Jo be avoided, but it looks 
a>> !* legislators will have a bit more time to discuss 
and consider those issues still facing them — if they 
want to. 
VV ta uier they do. and how well they do it. won t be 
known un a1 the final half of this session is over.

Athletes, weight control 


Too-rapid weight loss by 
athletes diminishes 
strength 
and endurance. Mrs, Mary 
Sweeten, a foods and nutrition 
specialist, says. 
She specifically cautioned 
against “ too-rapid weight loss 
bv starvation, dehydration, 
super vitamins and fad diets. 
Instead, the best way to 
reduce body weight — and 
achieve a maximum ratio of 
muscle strength to body weight 
is by eating a lower-calorie 
balanced diet and increasing 
exorcise moderately.” the 
specialist recommended 
“ THAT REDUCES excess 
body fat and increases muscle 
strength,” she added

“ THE ONLY WAY to in­ 
crease muscle mass is by exer­ 
cising more and eating ap­ 
propriately. because no food 
vitamin, drug or hormone alone 
will achieve this increase in 
muscle mass. Also, a higher 
caloric diet to increase muscle 
mass should be in animal fats 
and cholesterol.” 
However, whether the athlete 
wants to lose or gain weight, 
the daily diet should include at 
least two 2-3-ounce servings of 
Meat Group Foods, two to three 
servings of Milk Group Foods, 
and four or more servings daily 
from Fruit and Vegetable—and 
Bread and Cereal Groups.

celled by its distributor, a 
victim of network greed.

1 My major concern as a candidate is to see that the 
Georgetown schools develop a better academic program This 
needs to be our school system s primary purpose Other concerns 
are for more classroom space, especially at the primary levels 
Also. we need to develop a long term growth plan for our school 
system; one that will be useful into the 1980 s 
2 Over the last several years, our school system has developed 
a very good vocational program. It is now time for us to 
emphasize a more thorough and better academic program We 
must insure that our graduates have thoroughly mastered basic 
skills in language, math, and science. We also need some type of 
program for our educationally gifted students Hopefully this 
program will challenge them to use their talents more fully than 
the present academic program does. 
3. I am not aware of any highly significant breakdown in the 
relationship between our teachers and administrators Certainly 
they must work as a team, with both sides contributing to our 
educational goals. My understanding is that some administrators 
are members of the Texas State Teachers Association, though 
not required to be I feel this shows that those administrators are 
aware of the teachers’ professional organizations 
4 If. in fact, our school system is not in compliance with federal 
regulations, then we need to change the policy so that we meet 
those regulations Personally, I am not in favor of the school 
board having either a dress code or a hair code This is a matter 
that the parents and child should decide, not the school board 
5 A physical education program should be directed towards 
teaching students to be physically active all through their adult 
life. It should emphasize life-time sports so that the students can 
use their physical skills long after they graduate It should also 
emphasize the health reasons for maintaining good physical 
shape. 
6 I feel that the new Community Education has been an ex­ 
cellent way to show our school system’s responsiveness to com­ 
munity needs. I feel it has been extremely successful I would 
favor expanding it to a 12-month program 


7. The school board should set the educational goals and es­ 
tablish policy for the school system. The administrators should 
see that those goals and policy are carried out The board must 
check to make sure that the administration is carrying out the 
goals and policy faithfully. 


8 I feel that the present curriculum in high school could be im­ 
proved. We need to offer some type of program for our 
educationally gifted students. We need to encourage all our 
students to take more language, math, and science courses. We 
need a better selection of foreign languages. Our concern in 
developing our curriculum should be one that challenges our 
students to perform at their highest levels of skill 


9 The children at the primary levels must receive a thorough 
background in basic language skills, including reading, spelling, 
and writing They must also have a very good knowledge of math 
and science skills. These formative years are the backbone for 
the more complex educational years. We must develop ap­ 
propriate measures to see that they are achieving at their grade 
* level. 


IO. I would like to see our board develop a long term plan to deal 
with the already crowded classroom space. This is especially im­ 
portant since we are a growing community with an increase in 
our school enrollment of about 7 to 8 percent yearly. We must ex­ 
pand our classroom space at the Primary and Westside schools. 
But just as important is the need to look further and develop an 
adequate program for the 1980’s. 


11 My priorities for the budget include wise use of tax money for 
expanding the facilities already available. My concern is for an 
excellent education for all students, and, to me. this means 
classroom space and adequate salaries for the teachers 
necessary to insure our educational goals. I feel that our athletic 
and vocational budgets are sufficient at present. 


12 The school board must remain responsive to the taxpayers. 
We must build public support and understanding of our policies 
and goals. We need to make sure that voice votes are taken and 
recorded at our public school board meetings so that the citizens 
are aware of how each board member voted 


13 I plan to try my best to attend at least one continuing educa­ 
tion program yearly. These are sponsored by the Texas Associa­ 
tion of School Boards or Texas Educational Association Also, I 
feel that my daily contact with the public will keep me in touch 
with the taxpayer’s attitudes and opinions about our school 
system

“ You could well imagine four 
sermons in one service and with 
four to five choir numbers, how 
long the service can be 
However, it is very meaningful, 
very rich, and very warm 
Many of the leaders have spent 
time in prison 
Many of the 
workers in the church, such as 
choir leaders, working with 
youth and so on, have spent 
time in prison. 
i t is true there are no Sun­ 
day Schools in Russia There 
are no youth services There 
can. however, be a youth choir 
There are no missionary ac­ 
tivities in Russia, no tract dis­ 
tribution or any religious dis­ 
tribution at all.

Incorrect or illegible ad­ 
dresses and social security 
numbers on tax returns can 
delay refunds, the Internal 
Revenue Service cautioned to­ 
day 
Taxpayers who have moved 
since filing their tax returns 
should inform both the U. S. 
Postal Service and the IRS Ser­ 
vice Center where they filed 
their return of the new address. 
or any refund due might not 
reach its destination 


An incorrect or illegible 
social security number can also 
delay the processing of the tax 
return and slow up the issuance 
of a refund check due 


A simple solution to the 
problem is for the taxpayer to 


use the peel-off label attached 
to the tax package mailed out 
by the IRS The taxpayer can 
make any name, address or 
social security number correc­ 
tions right on the label so that 
the IRS will know to whom and 
where to direct the refund

Top flower 
choices 
show little 
change 


Americans seem to be ‘stick­ 
ing to their guns” when it com­ 
es time to buy flower seed each 
year. Their choices have chang­ 
ed little in the past 29 years. 
Dr 
W illia m C . 
W elch , 
landscape horticulturist with 
the Texas Agricultural E x ­ 
tension Service, cites figures by 
the National Garden Bureau 
which show that the three most 
popular flowers in 1946 — 
p e tu n ia s , 
z in n ia s 
and 
marigolds—are still the most 
popular today. The figures are 
based on seed packet sales in 
1946 and in 1975. 
‘ Although the top three 
flowers remained the same, 
their 
individual 
rankings 
ch an g ed ,” 
notes 
W elch. 
‘‘Petunias held the top spot in 
1946, with zinnias second and 
marigolds third. Last year zin­ 
nias were tops in seed sales 
while marigolds were second 
and petunias third ” 
The horticulturist points out 
that the rankings were based on 
seed sales and did not include 
the sales of bedding plants. If 
bedding plants were included, 
petunias would no doubt be the 
most popular flower today, with 
marigolds probably nabbing se­ 
cond place. 
Welch notes that bedding 
plants are m ore re a d ily 
available today, and their sales 
are skyrocketing 
Completing the list of top IO 
flowers in 1946 were asters, 
sweet peas, 
snapdragons, 
nasturtiums, portulaca (moss 
rose), larkspur and alyssum. 
Rounding out the 1975 list were 
nasturtiums, alyssum, asters, 
morning glory, portulace. snap­ 
dragons and sweet peas. 
“It s interesting to note that 
there has been little change in 
gardeners’ preferences for 
flowers during the past 29 
years,” says Welch. “ Ap­ 
parently they have stayed with 
the flowers that have per­ 
formed well—the old reliables. 
so to speak The main change 
seems to be toward low- 
g rowin g. heat r e s is ta n t 
flowers.” 
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
